TEXT OF THE SWEAT SHOP BILL. 


The Measure Has Already Passed the Sen- 
ate and Now Goes to the Governor. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., June 13.—The following 
is the full text of the bill known as the 
„Sweat Shop bill which today passed the 
House, The measure has already passed the 
Senate and will now go to the Governor for 
his signature: 


A bill for an act to regulate the manufacture of 
clothing, wearing apparel, and other articles in 
this State and to provide for the appointment of 

tate inspectors to enforce the same and to make 
an appropriation therefor. 

Sec. 1. it enacted, et., that no room or 
rooms, apartment or apartments in any 
tenement or dwelling ouse used for 
eating or sleeping purposes shall be used 

the manufacture, in whole or in part, 
of coats, vests, trousers, knee-pants, overalls, 
cloaks, shirts, ladies’ waists, purses, feathers, 
artificial flowers, or cigars, except by the imme- 
diate members of the family living therein. 
Every such workshop shall be kept in a cleanly 
state and shall be subject to the provisions of 
this act; and each of said articles made, altered. 
repaired, or finished in any of such workshops 
shall be subject to inspection and examination, as 
heretofore provided, for the purpose of ascertain- 
whether said articles, or any of them, or any 
— thereof are in a cleanly condition and free 
rom vermin and any matter of an infectious and 
contagious nature; and every person so occupy- 
ing or having control of any workshop as afore- 
said shall within fourteen days from 
effect of this act or from the time of beginning

FREE CLOSETS TOO SCARCE, 


Toilet Arrangements at the Fair Are Far 
from Being Satisfactory. 


Before the Exposition was opened to the 
public there were well founded complaints 


on the part of people who visited it re- 


garding the inadequacy of the toilet con- 
veniences in the various buildings. This 
drew from President Higinbotham 
an -explanation of the charges made 
by concessionnaires for such Serv. 
ice and the statement that there 
were on the Fair grounds 1,500 free closets. 
This was at the time accepted in good faith 
and regarded as satisfactory. Since May 1, 
however, experience has proved to World’s 
Fair visitors that President Higinbotham 
was misinformed as to the conditions govern- 
ing the toilet- rooms. 

In this connection two subjoined letters 


‘explain themselves. The first is addressed to 


the editor of Taz Tursunz; the second is an 
“open letter” to President Higinbotham 
sent to Tus Trrsunz with a request for pub- 
lication.

the exception of the Woman's Building and 
the United States Government Building, is a 
farce, kept up merely because the 
terms of the contract under which 
the toilet concession was granted demand 
something of the sort. There are free closets in 
the main 2 but they are so few so ill 

ed, the plumbing in them is so poor 
that they are of little use, and compared with 
the demand for toilet conveniences at the 
Fair cut no L. in the general scheme. 
They are placed side by side with the closets 
for the use of which a fee is de- 
manded, and eve effort is made 
by the attendants in c to divert visitors’ 
attention from them to the latter. With the 
single exception in the extreme southern. por- 
tion of the Agricultural Building there ig no 
sign directing people to them, although the 
World’s Fair authorities state that such signs 
have been furnished every toilet-room on the 
ground, and placards calling attention to the 
five-cent fee are much in evidence every- 
where, 

Whoever undertakes an éxamination of the 
toilet rooms at Jackson Park will find that 
the State buildings are without exception pro- 
vided with free closets and lavatories com- 
fortably arranged and well cared for. These 
are not, of course, included in the a 
ment that governs the main buildings. In the 
Fine Arts Building there are no free 
closets. At the Fisheriés Building, 
too, a fee is demanded at all the toilet rooms. 
The Goverüment Building furnishes both 
closets and lavatories free of charge and 
keeps them in good condition. So does the 
Woman’s Building. At the four toilet rooms 
in the Manufactures Building there are free 
closets, but attendants say nothing about 
them unless questioned, and then point them 
out with bad grace, frequently adding some de- 
rogatory remark. In none of the rooms are 
there free lavatories or — places, but 
in all of them there are unmistakable signs of 
leakage caused by defective plumbing. 

One in Agriculture. 

The building devoted to agriculture is large, 
but so far as could be ascertained by query 
and personal inspection there is only one free 


closet in the building and that is in the far 


southern end in one of the wings, such a 
distance from the main exhibits to which vis- 
itors are naturally attracted as to render it 
practically useless. : 

„Machinery Hall is “ae with two toilet 
rooms, in each of which there isa small sec- 
tion set apart for the free closets, but as in 


the other buildings these are dark, leaky, and 


hadly kept. In the Electricity and Mining 
Buildings the situation is practically he 
same. 


For weeks the women's toilet room in the 


terminal! station has been closed on account of 
its unfinished condition. Within the last few 
days it has been opened, but only the pay 
end sf it. It had, it seems, been possible to 
provide proper equipment for lavatories 
and closets there, It has not been convenient 
to finish the free closets, which are still barred 
to the public. 

Transportation and Horticultural buildings 
have for some time supported only pay” 
toilet rooms. Recently, however, additions 
have been madeto the conveniences in both 
these places. Freshly cut doorways tes- 
tify to the newness of the change, 
and pools oof water standing here 
and there to the haste and carelessness with 
which the work was done. In Transporta- 
tion Building the attendant was asked - why 
signs designating the free closets were not 
placed above them. |

There are only two rooms supplied by 
the toilet concessionnaire all the three-quarter 
mile length of the street. These have no 
signs directing people to the free 
closets, and are every bit as bad- 
ly managed and arranged as the 
rooms in the main buildings. In the lack of 
sufficient conveniences other concessionnaires 
take advantage of the custom of paying into 
which people have involuntarily fallen and 
rob visitors of nickels whenever opportunity 
arises. In“ Old Vienna in particular this 
is repeatedly done. 

President Higinbotham’s attention was

is one concessionnairé on the grounds who 
seems bent on disobeying orders and disre- 
garding public comfort.

Evidence of an Expert. 


Prof. Wood of Boston, professor of chemis- 
try in Harvard College, one of the most re- 
spected authorities and the expert-in-chief for 

Common#ealth in this case, is a strik- 
ingly handsome man, with grayi hair, red 
face, a bright blue eye, and a modest manner 
in a private conversation, a typical gentle- 
man. Brother Knowlton, in his most gra- 
cious mood, gently led the professor along a 
commendatory autobiography, eliciting the 
fact that he is an expert in medical chemistry, 
has testified in more than a hundred cases, 
many of them capital, and is in every sense 
on the topmost twig of his branch of a digni- 
fied and honorable profession. The prisoner | 
had resumed her seat and toa certain extent 
her composure by this time, her comforting 
adjuncts being increased by a large and in- 
tricately composed bouquet. Prof. Wood’s 
testimony was of a negative nature and might 
quite as well have been directed by the defense 
as by the prosecution. He lifted the entire 
procedure up toa higher level, into a purer 
atmosphere, where not only truth but the 
whole truth seemed to be at home, and he 

ve his testimony with an honest vigor, glib- 
52 though lecturing to a class, impressing 
every hearer with factualness. Briefly 
put, he testified that he received 
from Dr. Dolan a sealed box contain- 
ing four jars. In one of these was 
milk of Aug. 3, in the second milk of Aug. 4, 
in the third. carefully tied at each end, tne 
stomach of Mr. Borden, and in the fourth the 
stomach of Mrs. Borden. He had been di- 
rected to test the milk for prussic acid, it hav- 
ing been one of the cheerful expectancies of 
the prosecution to prove that some one had 
poisoned the Bordens. He made the test with 
negative result. He found in Mrs. Borden’s 
stomach eleven ounces of semi-solid matter, 
four-fifths solid food and less than one-fifth 
liquid. The stomach itself was in good 
condition and offered no evidence 
of ison or other irritants. He 
was allowed to express the opinion that 


there was an hour and a half difference in the 


time of their deaths, which is in line, it may 
be remarked, with the aim of the prosecution. 
The same apparently nonsensical rigmarole 
of examination and cross-examination was 

ursued with Prof. Wdod as with Dr. Dolan. 

e was directed to examine two axes, a blue 
dress, a white skirt, two carpets,a switch of 
hair, a lounge cover, some hair taken from 
the hatchet, and the hatchet head in the belief 
that what appeared to be spots of blood on 
each and every one of these articles would be 
found to be blood. He did as he was direct- 
ed, made the test, and secured in each and 
every case a negative result. 

Found No Blood Spots. 

There was no blood. Holding the axes in 
his hand the learned professor explained to 
the jury that the spots looked like blood, but 
that on examination it was not blood, and he 
went through that entire list with the excep- 
tion of the white skirt and the two pieces ot 
carpet with the same result. On the white 
skirt he found a small blood spot much more 
minute than the head of the smallest pin, 
measuring as near as he could get at it, one 
3,243 parts of an inch. | 

The pieces of carpets were but one from be- 
neath the lounge in the sitting room where Mr. 
Borden was murdered and one from under the 
bed in the guest chamber, where Mrs. Borden 
was found. Continuing his strange and, to 
the lay mind;a most unnecessary tale from 

the prosecution point of view, the professor 
said he had also been directed to examine 
what might have been blood ön, the soles of 
Lizzie’s shoes, that he did as he was directed, 
and the spots were not of blood. He testified 
also that the spots on the small hatchet, which 
looked as though they might be blood, not only 
were not blood, but were most pronouncedly 
rust. Among the other thihgs sent him was 
an envelope in which was hair taken from 
Mrs. Borden’s head, and it was a singular co- 
incidence that the old cow in the rear inclos- 
ure, whose mooing had been discreetly inter- 
mittent during the entire morning session, 
broke forth into a long and most emphatic 
wail just as the expert on the stand testified 
that the hair he held in his hand was the hair 
of q cow and not that of a human individual 
at kf. 

No wonder the cow mooed. Apropos of the 
handleless hatehet, the handle of which Dep- 
uty Marshal Fleet, by the way, has not yet ac- 
counted for, he said it was sent or given to 
him by Marshal Hilliard, that both sides were 
rusty, and the bright spots now seen upon it 
were the results of his scrapings. When he 
first looked at it, he said, as the police had 
seen, of course, several suspicious spots, 
whereupon he soaked it and tested it for 
blood, but there was none. This lame 
and impotent conclusion struck the fun- 
ny bump of everybody in the audience, 
and when he went on to describe that the 
head was covered with a white film like dirt 
or ashes, thereby contradicting one of his pre- 
decessors who said it in no sense resembled 
ashes, and another who said it in no sense re- 
sembled dirt everybody looked at every- 
body else, and a positive look of wonderment 
mantled the universal countenance. The 
cross-examination by Counselor Adams 
4 out the point made as to the speck of 
bl on the white skirt, and confirmatory 
testimony as to the negative results conse- 
quent upon the professor’s tests. 

Franklin W. Baker was another distin- 
guished professor whose specialty is medical 
jurisprudence. This gentleman participated 
in the surgical ceremonies in the cemetery and 
the general autopsy which was there indulged 
in. During his stay upon the stand the dinner 
recess Was announced and ail hands adjourned 
for that cheery pastime, the Judges in their

Result of an Autopsy. 

There was the same crowd in the afternoon 
when Prof. Baker testified as to his autopsical 
observations from which he inferred that Mrs.

Ac- 
cording to him there are two arteries in the 
head, both of which were cut in Mr. Borden's 
skull, which, when severed, eject bod in 
spurting sprays nine feet from the 
object cut, But why worry’ with 
these details. Witness after witness gaes over 
the same story, describes that with which the 
jury are nauseatingly familiar, proving again 
aad again facts about which there is no dis- 
pute: that the Bordens are dead; that they 
were brutally murdered; that there wag blood 
all over the place; that they had eaten a mild 
and moderate breakfast, all of whith was 
found in their several intestinal parts, some 
digested and some not: and that’s all. 

Thus far the learned brothers haven’t taken 
a step to establish the guilt of the abused, 
nor have they put in one scintilla of testi- 
mony which connects her with the case, or 
which does not tend just as certainly in the 
direction of Bridget Sullivan as in that of Liz- 
zie Borden. But the end is not yet.

The feature of the Auxiliary Congress meet- 
ings yesterday was the general evening session 
of the International Congress of Charities, 
Correction, and Philanthropy, which was held 
at S o’clock in Hall No. 7. Long before the 
hour set the room was crowded to its utmost 
extent. The relation of public and private 
charity was the subject for considera- 
tion, and the four papers presented were 
listened to with the closest attention 
and discussed in a manner calculated 
to bring out in a practical way the fund of 
information offered. Robert W. De Forest 
presided and with him on the stage were sev- 
eral of the delegates from abroad. 

The first speaker introduced was Miss 
Louisa Lee Schuyler of New York, who pre- 
sented a paper on Voluntary Unofficial Su- 
pervision of Public Charitable Institutions in 
Codperation with cial Boards.“ By re- 

uest of Miss Schuyler Ansley Wilcox read 

e paper. The facts, ad van were gleaned 
by a careful study of the charities 
cs New York. The organization of 
the work, the various committees 
found desirable, country visitors, 
and other details of the New York system 
were explained and the results effected clear- 
ly pointed out. Through the éfforts of the 
charity workers a higher standard of care 
had been introduced into every poorhouse, a 
training ‘school for nurses had been estab- 
lished, and other welcome reforms had been 
effected. 

Oscar Craig, President of the Charity Or- 
ganization Society of New York, was then 
called upon to comment upon the paper. 
He thought that the supervision of all elee- 
mosynary institutions could best be done by 
voluntary associations because they were less 
hampered, and he thought that every official 
State board should have incorporatéd 
with it some voluntary body as a 
sort of correction. Gen. R. Brinkerhoff, 
of the Ohio State Board of Charities, also 
spoke briefly on the codperative charitable 
work in his State. 

Mrs. Benjamin Williamson of New Jersey 

was then introduced atid gave an address on 
State Charities Aid Association of New Jer- 
sey. She said in part: 
„We have demonstrated the fact in New 
Jersey that unofficial visits to public institu- 
tions are productive of great good. We have 
had, by this means, the sexes separated in 
jails and other institutions and have effected 
many reforms of the greatest value.“ 

Alexander Johnson of Indiana read an ex- 
haustive and somewhat technical paper on 
The Coéperation of Public and Private 
Charitable Agencies.“ The design of the 
paper was to show in what way and to what 
extent the work of charity could be furthered 
by coéperation. Said the speaker in part: 

There are four forms of codperation that I wish 
to urge on you. The first is codperation in secur- 
ing information in regard to the field of work 
and what is needed in it; the second is codpera- 
tion in the actual work of the relief; the third 
is the cooperation of delimitation, that is the 
careful mapping out of a territory se as not to 
duplicate benefits or occasion neglect; and the 
last is cooperation in withholding half 
from those to whom it is thought it 
should not be given. These in 
brief are the main ways in which 
a closer union would be of benefit to the work to 
which we have devoted ourselves, and I believe 
that not only would the public be better protect- 
ed, but the poor and worthy would be more care- 
fully — after if State boards and associated 
charities and private almsgivers should join 
hands on the lines of effort which 1 have indi- 
cated. 

The last speaker of the evening was Dr. 
Amos G. Warner of Leland Stanford Univer- 
sity, California, who delivered an address on 
The Subsidizing of Private Charitable 
Agencies by the Public.“

Large Attendance at the Training School 
Section in the Art Institute.

Two hundred 
nurses, many of them in the striped seersucker 
dresses peculiar to their calling, attended, ex- 
pecting to hear a paper by Florence Nightingale 
on The Principles of Nurse Training.“ Much 
to the regret of ail it was announced that the 
paper had not arrived, but would probably be 
on hand for another meeting.

This was followed by 
Proper Organization of Training Schools in 
America,“ by Miss Louise Darche, Superin- 
tendent of the New York City School for 
Nurses; ** Nurses as Heads of Hospitals,“ by 
Miss E. P. Davis, Superintendent of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania Hospital, Philadel- 

hia; Trained Nursing in Berlin,“ by Fräu- 
ein Louise Fuhrmann, Aberin des Victoria 
Hauses, Berlin; Nursing in Scotland, by 
Miss Rachel Frances Bumsden of the Aber- 
deen Royal Infirmary; and The Work of 
Deaconesses in Germany,” by Pastor Flied- 
ner, All the papers were freely discussed 
after being read. 


PATIENTS OF MEANS SHOULD PAY. 


Various Systems of Conducting Hospitals 
Are Discussed by Experienced Men, 

The various systems on which hospitals are 
conducted were subjects under discussion in 
Hall No. 8. The proceedings were under the 
direction of Dr. John S. Billings, surgeon of 
the United States Army, Washington, D. C. 
Dr. Henry C. Burdette, Birmingham, Eng., was 
the first speaker. He concluded that the best 
system was that of having patients of means 
pay regularly recognized rates and poorer per- 
sons according to their means, while those too 
poor to pay anything should be cared for free. 
He took occasion to say that he had visited St. 
Luke’s Hospital, Chicago,and expressed sur- 
prise that an institution of its character should 
attempt to care for many destitute sick per- 
sons not receiving more aid than it does from 
the people of Chicago. 

Lieut.-Col. J. Lane Notter, Brigade Sur- 
geon of the British Army Medical Staff, said 
that hospital statistics formed a more im- 
portant feature of medical work than would 
appear at first sight. ä 

Dr. H. M. Lyman of the Presbyterian Hos- 
pital, Chicago, took the stand against those 
who, having adequate means, would try to re- 
ceive medical treatment in hospitals without 
giving any pecuniary return. 

Mr. Ryerson, President of St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital, complained of the habit of donors, toa 
small extent, of sending their servants and 
dependents to hospitals for free treatment, 
simply because they had contributed a tri- 
kling sum to the building or the maintenance 
of the hospital. 

Dr. L. S. Pilcher of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Hospital, Brooklyn, and C. C. Savage of 
the Demilt Dispensary, New York, were also 
among the speakers.

SACAZA PREPARING FOR EXILE. 


Deposed President of Nicaragua Getting 
Ready to Leave the Country. 

Manaava, Nicaragua, June 13. [Copyright, 
1893, by James Gordon Bennett. ]—Ex-Presi- 
dent Sacaza is now in Corinto, awaiting an op- 
portunity to leave the country. His departure 
is being hastened on account of the deep feeling 
aroused against him during his administration 
and since his overthrow. Sacaza has been the 
special object of the wrath of the citizens of 
Leon, which is his native town. After his forced 
resignation from the Presidency Sacaza went 
to Leon. His stay there has been made ve 
unpleasant. He was held responsible for ail 
the misfortunes of the republic. His resi- 
dence was surrounded every day by women 
whose relatives had lost their lives in the ef- 
fort to maintain his authority, and he was bit- 
terly denounced by them. e situation be- 
came so unpleagant that .Sacaza determined 
at once to leave the country he so recklessly 
ruled. He went to Corinto secretly today for 
that purpose, hoping to get on board the 
United States e r Alliance, but the cruiser 
had sailed for Panama, however, two hours 
before Sacaza reached the seaport. He will 
remain in Corinto and leave the country at 
the first opportunity.

About One-third Paid Back by the Ex- 


Secretary, W. H. Buxton, Representing pom 


His Overdraft- The Rest Due from the 
President, Clarence D. Heaton, and the 
Paying Teller, D. D. Tompkins—The 
Case in the Hands of the Dissrict At- 
torney~Duke of Veragua’s Plans. 

‘New Tonx, June 13.—[Special.}]—Charles 
M. Preston, State Bank Superintendent, an- 
nounced today that he had discovered a de- 
ficiency of $70,000 in the funds of the Irving 
Savings Institution, No, 96 Warren street. 
The deficiency, he stated, was caused by over- 
drafts of Clarence D. Heaton and William H. 
Buxton, until recently President and Secre- 
tary, respectively, of the bank, and by the ab- 
straction of funds by the payimg-teller, D. D. 
Tompkins. 

April 24 Supt. Preston began an investiga- 
tion of the books of the institution, which was 
founded in 1815. He has been at work on 
it ever since and it is not yet finished. A 
week ago, in the course of the examination, 
the fact of the deficiency first came out. A 
hurried meeting of the directors Was at once 
called and the actual state of affairs was 
disclosed. It was found that President 
Clarence D. Heaton, who had been connected 
with the bank since 1858 and had been its 
chief officer sinee Jan. 1, 1891, had overdrawn 
his account to the extent of $845; that Will- 
iam H. Buxton, the Secretary of the bank, 
had overdfawn a sum approximating $25,000 ; 
and that the paying teller, D, D. Tompkins. 
had abstracted over $18,000, Mr. Buxton 
had been with the bank since 1868 and Mr. 
Tompkins since 1872. The remainder of the 
deficiency is yet to be accounted for. 

The resignations. of the President and Sec- 
retary were at once requested. They were 
tendered and accepted, and last Friday Supt. 


‘Preston officially notified the District Attor- 


ney of the affair. The paying teller was re- 
moved. 15 

Ex-President Heaton did not volunteer an 
explanation of his overdrawing his aceount 
$845 beyond stating that it occurred nearly 
ten years ago. He at once repaid the money 
to the bank, with interest, amounting in all to 
about $1,200. 

Ex-Secretarę Buxton made good his de- 
ficiency by paying over $25,000 in cash and 
giving security for the payment of any further 
sum which at any time might be found to be 
due from him to the institution. He also se- 
cured Tompkins’ indebtedness. Mr. Buxton 
is a man of large means. He explained his 
overdrafts by the statement that he had been 
indorsing paper and taking up the obligations 
of friends. i 

Paying-Teller D. D. Tompkins, whose sal- 
ary was $1,800 a year, pleaded that he had 
abstracted the money in order to meet his 
household expenses. He is 60 years old 
and had been with the bank since 1872. He 
lives with his invalid mother-in-law and in- 
valid brother-in-law, whom he supported in 
Brooklyn. His method of obtaining ‘the 
money was to doctor the accounts by making 
false entries and by entering fictitious names, 
it is alleged. 

The President receives a salary of $7,000 
and the Secretary $4,500. The position of 
Treasurer is honorary. Stern & Rushmore 
are counsel. Mr. Stern had a statement of 
the bank’s condition, which was indorsed by 
Supt. Preston and which showed the assets of 
the institution to be $7,896,083. The liabili- 
ties are $6,750,471, including the deficiency. 

„Mr. Tompkins,” Mr. Stern remarked, “ has 
not been at the bank for two or three weeks, 
and as soon as the discoveries were made the 
District Attorney was notified, so that Bank 
Examiner Preston has dischar his duty as 
far as his authorit oes. Even if every 
cent is made ge r. Tompkins will certain- 
ly be criminally prosecuted, as will the others, 
for this is not a case of compromise.”’

Confidence Seems to Have Returned with 
the Feeling That the Worst Is Over, 
Although a Few More of the Weaker 
Institutions Are Succumbing to the Ef- 
fects of the Strain That Is Now Passed 
Failures Keported in Omaha and 
Other Places. 

Wasuineron, D. C., June 13.—The finan- 
cial condition of the country as viewed from 
a Treasury standpoint shows genera! improve- 
ment. Bank and commercial failures are 
fewer, Europe is buying our grain in greater 
quintities, gold shipments have ceased, at 
least for the present, confidence is being re- 
stored, und money is not so tight. 

The Treasury net gold has increased from 
$89,000,000 to $91,800,000, and the de- 
mand for small money in the West will have 
the effect to further increase the Treasury 
gold. The rate of exchange is sufficiently 
high to warrant the shipment of gold abroad, 
but the fact that commercial paper is for 
sale in London has a deterrent effect. 

There is a general feeling that the worst is 
past, the weaker financial institutions and 
business firms having succumbed, while those 
that passed through so far unscathed are the 
stronger for having weathered the financial 
storm.

ANOTHER OMAHA BANK SUSPENDS. 


American National, One of the McCague 
Institutions, Closes Its Doors. 

Omana, Neb., June 18.— [Special.] — The 
news of the suspension of the savings bank 
last night was ground for the belief that a run 
this morning would be made upon the Ameri- 
can National Bank, as that and the McCague 
Savings Bank were closely connected. To 
meet this emergency a request was made 
upon the Clearing-House Association for funds 
to meet demands. The Clearing-House Asso- 
ciation was in session until 1 o’clock this 


‘morning. It was found that $160,000 would 


be needed, and the association decided not to 


advance this amount, as it was feared that the 


securities of the bank could not be realized 
upon promptly enough to relieve the bank’s 
wants. Accordingly President John L. Mc- 
Cague decided not to open the doors of the 
bank this morning. 

This morning depositors alarmed by reports 
began a run on the savings banks of the city, 
the other national banks not bei affected. 
The heaviest run wason the Omaha Savi 
Bank, which is acknowledged to be the Anes 
est concern in the city. In all cases, with one 
exception, depositors were paid in cash. A 
notice was posted on the door of the American 
National Bank that all checks on the Ameri- 
can National Bank would be id at the 
Omaha National Bank. This bank has $50,- 
000 of the city funds. 

The hall leading to theentrance of the Me- 
Cague Savings Bank, which is in the same 
building with the American National, was 
thronged with people who had deposited their 
money in that institution. Several women 
were in the crowd. 

A crowd of depositors was at the doors of 

the Omaha Savings Bank before the hour of 
opening arrived. When the doors were 
thrown open there was a rush for tho paying 
teller’s window, and the room was quickly 
filled. The crowd pushed and hauled and 
shoved one another in their anxiety to be the 
first te withdraw their deposits. Senator 
Manderson, who is President of the bank, was 
at his desk. He assured the crowd that each 
depositor should receive his money as rap- 
idly as the teller could hand it out, and much 
uneasiness was allayed. 
_ The Globe Loan and Trust Bank was sub- 
ject to a run all morning, and the people who 
wanted to withdraw their money stood in a 
line clear out to the curbing on the street. 
Two policemen kept the anxious depositors 
in line, and the bank officers, after de siting 
an armful of bank notes in front of the tell- 
ers, announced that they were ready for busi-

Commissioner Sherwood advised the sav- 
ings banks to take advantage of the law allow- 
ing them to demand ninety days’ notice of the 
withdrawal of savings deposits. As a result 
this class failed to get their money this morn- 
ing, every savings bank in the town puttin 
the rule in force.

‘TROOPS BREAK CAMP. 


OOL. JUDD'S SOLDIERS LEAVE LEMONT 
AND QUIET REIGNS, — 


Location of the Remaining Forces Changed 
So as to Cover the Entire Territory 
Mere Men at Work on the Drainage 
Canal—Inquest Postponed Until Friday— 


Comference Between Strikers and Cen- 


tractors Will Be Held Today- Condition 
of the Kluga Boy Critical, 

Lemont, III., June 13.—[Special.]—More 
men were at work on the Drainage Canal to- 
day than yesterday. The Second Infantry re- 
turned to Chicago on the order of Adjutant- 
General.Orendorff. The inquest on the body 
of Kiseka was continued until Friday and the 
conference between the committee represent- 
ing the strikers and the contractors and 
quarry-owners was postponed until tomorrow. 
Col, Bennett moved his headquarters to the 


county line, near Norton’s bridge, and dis- 


tributed his forces so as to cover the entire 
territery. This in substance constitutes the 
occurpences at this point today. The strikers 
are quiet and there is no indication of trouble, 
although the people of this town do not relish 
having Col. Bennett’s command so near. The 
Colonel led the charge on the strikers here 
eight years ago and madea vacant chair in 
more than one family. 

The investigation as to the killing of Kiszka 
was postponed because some of the witnesses 
could not be reached before Friday. Coroner 
McHale came down with Deputy Coroner 
Coffee this morning and gave the investiga- 
tion his personal attention, taking great pains 
in the examination of witnesses to ask such 
questions as would bring out all of the facts. 
The jury is composed of T. E. Suilivan, B. F. 
Welch, John Kew, Robert Reis, Nicholas Pin- 
ter, and Chester Boyd. 

Anton Kosminski was the first witness ex- 
amined. He is one of the injured men whose 
name was not given in the original list. He 
sword that he was with Kiszka when he was 
shot by a man who had red hair, a red mus- 
tache, and was about 5 feet S inches tall. Kiszka 
was sitting near the tow path of the old canal 
under a tree when he was shot. He was locat- 
ed. between the camp of E. D. Smith & Co. 
and Locher, Harder & Co, The witness said 
he was seized by the man who did the shoot- 
ing ahd that a demand was made on him for 
money. Some of the strikers, he said, had 


short sticks, but there were no firearms among 


them, Some, he said, went south on the 
Santa Fé track and others on the tow path. 
When the charge was made on the strikers 
the witness stated that the attacking party 
cried: *‘ Give it to them.“ Kosminski was 
examined through an interpreter. 
Warned Strikers to Keep Away; 

Martin Dorsch, a Deputy Sheriff of Will 
County who lives at Dupage, swore that he 
met the strikers on the Santa FG track, near 
Norton’s bridge, Friday morning and warned 
theni to keep away from the camps and ad. 
vised them not to go farther or some of them 
woukl be killed. e said some of the men 
were’ on the towpath, some on the railroad 
track, and some on the right of way of the 
newcanal, He said that the reply was made: 
Lau fooled us yesterday; zou can’t fool us 
again. He said he. told the men that 
a big box of guns was received by 
the contractors the night before. Dersch, 
according to his statement, walked dowa the 
track with the strikers until he reached 
Smith’s camp. He afterward proceeded, but 
the strikers were half a mile ahead of him 
when the shooting began. He was asked for 
a description of C. H. Locher and gave it. He 
knew of only two other Deputy Sheriffs aside 
from himself being present. He said the 
strikers were pursued up the towpath. He 
did net take his revolver from his pocket. A 
man named-Michael Brovinski was with the 
witness Friday. The adjournment was taken 
aftet the examination of Dorsch, | 


8 Soldiers Break Camp. 
Gen. Orendorff issued an order early in the 
day for Col. Judd’s com to eam p 


and return to Chicago. This was something 
of a disappointment to the Colonel and some 
of his men, who would have enjoyed camp 
life a few days longer. The Colonel requested 
as a kind of compensation that his command 
be allowed to march to Chicago. This was 
refused, probably because it would be inex- 
pedient at this time and because it was impor- 
tant that many of the men get back to their 
business, not having arranged to remain away 
long.

DEPARTURE OF THE INFANTA. 

After a brief but not altogether satisfactory 
visit to Chicago the Princess Eulalia and her 
suite will take leave of the city today, It 
cannot be affirmed that Chicago has not done 
its whole duty in entertaining the Spanish 
Infanta or that it has not done it graciously, 
lavishly, and enthusiastically. Whether the 
game has been worth the candle, however, is 
an open question. Those upon whom the 
duty of entertaining Spanish royalty has de- 
volved cannot be blamed if they feel that they 
have wasted both time and effort, and that 
their endeavors to extend fitting courtesy and 
extraordinary honor have been seeds flung 
away on barren ground. Royalty at best is a 
troublesome customer for republicans to 
deal with and royalty of the Spanish 
sort is the most troublesome ofall. The uni- 
versal sentiment of those who have come in 
contact with its representatives will be that 
there were no common points of meeting be- 
tween the Infanta and her attendants and 
those who were intrusted with the task of re- 
ceiving them. In a word, they will feel that 
there is an insuperable chasm between the 
effete monarchism of Spain and the fresher 
civilization of the New World. The former is 
old and haughty, and indeed has little left 
except its pride; the latter is young, free, and 
untrammeled. As the result of these differ- 
ences the effort of Chicago to consort with 
Castile and Aragon has not deen par- 
ticularly happy or successful. Some things 
that we did evidently were not appre- 
ciated by the Spanish guests. It is certain 
that several things done by the latter were 


distasteful and offensive to their American 


hosts. This being the case, it is better the 
two should part company politely but definite- 
ly, with mutual assutances that the parting 
will not break hearts on either side, and that 
the acquaintance will never be renewed under 
similar conditions. 

In the treatment of fhose who were com- 
pelled by their official position to receive the 
Infanta and her party it must be agreed the 
Spanish court representatives showed little 
regard for the feelings of those who enter 
tained them or of those who were invited to 
lend their presence at the various functions. 

‘Though the Infanta and sutte are guests of the 
Nation in a general as they were of the city 
and Fair officials in a special sense, they gave 
little evidence of ordinary respect for either 
the Nation or the city. 


It was their custom to come late and go 


away early, leaving behind them the general 
regret that they had not come still later and 
gone away still earlier, or, better still per- 
haps, that they had not come at all. The In- 
fanta on one occasion brought a bad temper 
with her and vented it upon those who had 
been invited to meet her. Nothing had trans- 
pired to provoke this display of temper, nor 
was there anything of a nature to keep it 
alive. Some previous slight or neglect of 
some ceremonial fribble had aroused her re- 
sentment, and she brought it with her and 
vented it upon those who were ignorant of 
any reason why it existed, 

Matters like these seem of little moment, 
but where the functions: are purely cere- 
monial in character and can be nothing else, 
since the chief figures in them are only cere- 
monies themselves, they assume increased 
importance. These unfortunate occurrences 
have made the entertainment of royalty a 
burdensome, unsatisfactory, and humiliating 
piece of business and have inspired the hope 
that if any more royalty of the effete sort is 
coming here it will come incognito 
and preserve its disguise with rigid 
strictness. It might as well be un- 
derstood that in the free, breezy, bounding 
West royalty is not appreciated or liked. Its 
people do not relish being patronized by other 
persons who are only fortunate in having se- 
lected their ancestors wisely, Being, in the 
habit of looking forward Americans do not 
get along well with those who look only back- 
ward. In saying good-by to the Princess 
Eulalia Chicago cherishes no resentments. 
It bids her godspeed and sends good 
wishes after her, and is sorry it could 
not appreciate queenly etiquette or endure 
with proper serenity those peculiar preroga- 
tives with which royalty hedges itself in. 


THE MIDLAND ORDINANCE KILLED. 

Mayor Harrison’s veto of the Midland Ele- 
vated ordinance is the best one he has ever 
sent to the Council. He not nierely pointed 
out the special defects in the ordinance, but 
he called the attention of the Aldermen in un- 
mistakable terms to the fact that the meas- 
ure they had passed by a great majority was 
irredeemably bad, because it was a project 
of a few men designéd, not for the good of the 
public, but for the purpose of making money 
out of it.” It belonged, said the Mayor, to 
that class of “ speculative ordinances’? which 
are originated by a few who have not the 
means to build, or probably more than enough 
to enable them to sign the bonds for the pur- 
pose of making money by selling it to those 
who can build.“ It was an ordinance to enable 
ite backers to sell their bonds to money- 
lenders,”’ 

The Mayor then called the attention of the 
Aldermen to the fact that “speculative ordi- 
nances”’ were not favored by the law; that it 
was not the intention of the framers of the 
charter that the Council should pass ordi- 
nances for the purpose of enabling any man 
or body of men to make money”; and that 
the Aldermen had no more right to pass an 
ordinance to aid others to make a good thing 
than you have to get up one for your own 
He informed them 
that were they todo the letter they justly 
would be termed boodlers, and he added the 
remark—showing a sincere confidence in their 
integrity for which they will thank him—that 
am assured you Would scorn to do this.“ 

Yet in spite of this clear exposure by the 
Mayor of the general and special defects of 
this ordinance it really came within one vote 
of passing over his veto. This does not indi- 
cate a healthy state of affairs in the Council

through, the Mayor’s objections to the con- 
trary notwithstanding, had it not been far the 
fact that it was impossible to secure plédges 
from all the friends of this measure that they 
would vote for another, equally objectionable, 
when it came up for consideration. If this be 
so, then the only safeguard the people have 
against the passage of measures designed to 
enrich others and plunder them is the imabil- 
ity of Aldermen to agree about a division of 
the pork, ” 

Yet even if it was the falling out of gentle- 
men of speculative tendencies which saved 
the city from the infliction of this Midland 
ordinance the Mayor is entitled to credit for 
having laid down the law so clearly regarding 
these ordinances got up privately im the 
back office of a few, for the benefit siniply of 
those few, and made as little burdemsome 
upon those few as possible.“ It is to be 
hoped that every one of these speculative or 
squeezing ordinances for which no citisen of 
note appears as sponsor will meet with the 
same fate at his hands as the Midland. There 
will be a crop of them shortly. 


THE CHINESE SIX COMPANIES. 

There is printed elsewhere in this isse an 
interesting interview with Mr. John C. Quinn, 
the United States Collector of Internal Rev- 
enue for the District of California, which 
shows in a clear light what the Six Companies 
of China are and how they rule the Celéstials 
in this country. No more absolute tyranny 
exists in the world than that of the Six Com- 
panies. No one knows when they were ergan- 
ized and no one has seen their records. Their 
work is done in secret. At first their mission 
was to regulate business relations between 
different tribes of Chinese in this soun- 
try, settle disputes, take care of the sick, and 
send the dead home to China. Since their 
organization they not only have grown im- 
mensely wealthy but they have largely in- 
creased the area of their authority until now 
they have the power of life and death Cver 
every Chinaman in the United States, and 
they have exercised it during the last [ew years 
by killing twenty of their victims, using the 
highbinder society as their agency. As to 
their wealth their deposits in San Francisco 
banks often run as high as $3,000,000 in 
gold coin, and during the last forty years they 
have shipped $225,000,000 in gold to China. 
To smuggle a Chinaman into this country 
costs $600, and he pays this sum to the Six 
Companies out of his wages. As soon as he 


is landed he is rented out to some rich Ohina- 


man at $20 a month, who rerents him at 
$30. Of the money he earns the laborer gets 
only from $6 to $8 a month. 

In addition to their control of Chinese 
labor the Six Companies make large sums by 
the smuggling of opium and the importation 
of Chinese girls for immoral purposes. It is 
estimated by Collector Quinn that a Chinese 
girl when landed in San Francisco clear of 
the customs officials is worth $3,500. Some- 
times it has cost the companies $6,000 to land 
a girl, Another prolific source of revenue is 
the Chinese lottery, which is run in every city 
and town in the United States, Canada, Mexi- 
co, British America, and Alaska where the 
Chinese congregate in any considerable num- 
ber. The drawings are held twice a dy and 
it is estimated the Six Companies make 825, 
000 per diem out of them. Though beth the 
City of ‘San Francisco and the State have 
passed laws for its suppression it flowrishes 
today more successfully than ever. 

The Six Companies rule the Chinese in this 
country with the most contemptuous defiance 
of its laws. Their transactions not alothe of a 
financial but of an illegal and immoral; char- 
acter are a sufficient answer to the sloppy 
Eastern sentimentalists who have howled so 
loudly about the wrongs of the Chinege and 
who have denounced so fiercely the Geary reg- 
istering act. As Mr. Quinn clearly enough 
shows, the object of the Geary act was to keep 
in the Chinese who are now here, at least so 
long as their labor is u necessity in the ranches 
of Southern California and along the rail- 
roads in the deserts of California and Airizona 
where white men and even negroes ¢annot 
work, and to keep out the hundreds of. thou- 
sands of coolies trying to get in. The Hastern 
sentimentalists, however, would open wide the 
gates to these wretches who establish a gov- 


‘ernment within a government, with high- 


binders as their Shériffs, and deliberately defy 
every law which conflicts with their immoral 
purposes and despotic authority. 


MOVEMENT OF GOLD. 8 

The Engineering and Mining Journal takes 
the ground that the real stock of gold in the 
United States does not exceed $500,000,000. 
Of this sum $366,500,000 was visible March 
1, leaving about $184,000,000 which cannot 
be located and must be supposed to be hoard- 
ed by those who fear the country will descend 
to a silver basis. Ifthe stock be estimated 
correctly by the Secretary of the Treasury 
this invisible hoard must be about 8250, 000, 
000, which is wildly improbablez The reduc- 
tion of $82,000,000 since 1890 by recog- 
nized exports is supplemented by a gerious 


diminution from fire, wrecks, and the large 


sums annually carried abroad on the persons 
of travelers.

MAKING A SCAPEGOAT 0 > GORE. 
State Auditor Gore seems to be one of those 


Democrats who make reform pledges before 
election to eatch gudgeons with and break 
them. after election. The witnesses against 
him are Democrats who have turned State’s 
evidence and may be believed. They say that 
during the campaign Mr. Gore promised that 
if elected he would not take the $5,000 for 
performing the duties of Insurance Commis- 
sioner which previous Auditors had taken, 
but would turn it into the State Treasury. 
He has been in office nearly six months, but 
has turned over nothing. On the contrary, 
tormented now by doubts which did not as- 
sail him last fall, he has consulted an attorney 
to find out it he has a legal right to make a 
donation to the State. It is shown also by 
Democratic witnesses that he is lobbying to 
defeat a bill now before the Legislature re- 
lieving the Auditor of the duties of Insurance 
Commissioner, so that he will not be tempted 
to pocket this $5,000. It is said also on 
Democratic authority that Gore is a nepotist 
who has stuffed his office with mem bers of 
his own family. 

Yet the Auditor ean plead in his detense 
that he is living up to Democratic precedents 
—that Democtats get into the National House 
of Representatives on the strength of prom- 
ises to cut down expenses and then increase 
them; that Illinois Democrats get control of 
the Legislature by.making promises of econ- 
omy and then impose higher taxes; that a 
Democratic Governor elected as a reformer 
has not kept his word, but has turned the 
State institutions upside down; that a Demo- 
cratic State Treasurer who went out of office 
a few months ago did not turn over a cent of 
the interest on the funds he handled, although 
he had told the voters he would. There is not 
a Democrat of any prominence anywhere 
who has kept the ante-election promises he 
made, and Mr. Gore may ask with some jus. 
tice why his party should pick him out, as a 
scapegoat and send him out into the wilder- 
ness bearing the sins of the party. He has a 
right to feel aggrieved when they resort to 
“ways that are dark to push on towards 
passage a bill designed to take from him 
$5,000 and give it to some other Democrat.

PROPOSED CAPITALISTS’ CONGRESS. 
This isa year of congresses, especially in 


Chicago, and it is by no means bare of con- 


ventions. A proposition for one not previous- 
ly called is presented elsewhere. Its mem- 
bers are to be capitalists, their object to solve 
the labor question or to show how that can be 
done. Hitherto q@nvenfions held to consider 
this important topic have been one-sided ex- 
cept when those in attendance were working 
for the formation or conduct of a trust com- 
bination radically opposed to the true inter- 
ests of labor. But no one can deny that cap- 
italists as a class occupy a much broader rela- 
tion to the workers. Their ‘position is a most 
responsible ohe. They contro to an extent 
which all the rest of the. people can- 
not control the direction industrial ev- 
olutiom shall take ünd the degree 
of its development. Hence they bear a great 
responsibility, and it is argued that they can- 
not longer evade it. The time has come 
when the social problem must be solved, and 
the industrial power and position of the capi- 
talists require them to take the lead in solv- 
ing it.“ This cannot be done by leaving it 
to the impersonal, irresponsible social system 
to evolve progress atid improvement without 
Hencé it is proposed that a conven- 


social situation should be requested to outline 
policies, Committees of action should be ap- 
pointed to take immediate steps, in conjunc- 
tion with the capitalists, to relieve the 
most pressing evils of the industrial 
system. The whole labor question 
would then be placed on an absolutely new 
footing, confidence replacing hostility, and 
by this means would be removed much of the 
obstacle which now prevents the employed 
and employing classes from coming together 
to work for the common good. The result 
outlined is worth striving for. Whether or 
not it could be reached through such conven- 
tions is another question. 


Tun Corporation Counsel was asked by the 
Council whether, a street railroad company 
having been given the right to lay tracks on 
a street, with a penalty of forfeiture of the 
franchise if it did not lay the tracks in a cer- 
tain time, and the company having built part 
of its road, but having failed to build the re- 
mainder under pretense of being restrained 
by a court injunction. procured with its con- 
nivance or at its instigation, the Council could 
declare a forfeiture and enforce it by proper 
court proceedings. He hes replied to the 
effect that it can do so. 

To apply: The West Side company got the 
right of way on Milwaukee avenue from 
Armitage avenue northwest. It built for part 
of the distance. Then, through one of its 
stockholders. who bought property .on the 


avenue for the purpose, it succeeded in getting 


an injunction ordering it not to lay any more 
tracks. The time limit in that ordinance ex. 
pires early next montn. If the Council will 
approve of and act on the opinion of the Cor- 
poration Counsel it can order him to bring 
suit to have the franchise declared forfeited, 
and the road forced to tear up the tracks 
already laid by it. When the city secures a 
decision in its favor a valuable precedent will 
have been established, the road will have been 
taught a good lesson, and the franchise can 
be given to somebody else. 

If the majority of the Aldermen are under 
the thumb of the West Side company they 
will send the Corporation Counsel’s opinion 
to some committee for burial. Their course 
will show clearly whether they represent the 
people or a corporation, 


Ir is intimated that another effort is to be 
made in the City Council to pass the notorious 
Henry Watson gas ordinance which was in- 
troduced by Ald. Stuckart last winter. 
The old Council refused to pass it, adjourning 
while it was under consideration. Now an 
attempt, it is said, will be made to call it up 
under the head of untinished business. This 


hardly can ‘be done under the rules of the 


Council, though the present promoters of the 
ordinance think they can obtain a majority 


which might defy the rules. One of these 


promoters figured in a similar capacity in 
relation to the notorious Equitable gas ordi- 
nance which was passed through the City 
Council over Mayor Harrison’s veto in 1885. 
This promoter thinks he can pass a similar 
sand-bagging ordinance over Mr. Harrison’s 
veto this year. He is said to be working up 
a combination” to that end.

A conresponpgnt asks for correct informa- 
tion as to the security the banks give for the 
money they borrow from depositors. He says 
it is probable the amount of deposits is twice 
as large as the amount on hand in the banks, 
and that therefore the depositors have no se- 


curity for the return of more than 50 per cent 


of what they have paid in. He does not seem 
to be aware of the fact that the bank is organ- 
ized and conducted with a view to making a 
profit on the handling of the funds, and this 
over and above the expenses of conducting 
the business. To use the money profitably it 
must be loaned out to others. Hence to re- 
quire the bank to keep on hand all the money 
deposited with it would abolish the motive to 
conduct a bank honestly. An institution re- 


ceiving money on those terms would be a 


safety depository entitled to charge the de- 
positor for storage and caretaking of his cash 


instead of paying him 4 per cent per annum 


for the use of the money. The expectation of 
the banker is that the depositors will not want 
their money all at once, and in case of a run 
for amounts exceeding his reserve he is 
obliged to call on those who have borrowed 
money from the bank or use their securities 
for obtaining money from other banks. There 
is usually no trouble in doing the latter if the 
securities gre good.“ The difficulty Wen the 


. correspondent is to understand th the bank 


is an institution for the transfer of cash and 
credits between those who have a surplus and 
those who are deficient for the time being, not 
a safety depository where cash is locked up till 
wanted by the owner. 


Max Srern and professional foreigners of 
his kind again are agitating actively for the 
restoration of special studies in the public 
schools. That is the meaning of the presen- 
taten to Mayor Harrison Monday. Stern 
and his fellows are flattering Mr. Harrison’s 
vanity in the hope that he will appoint men 
as School Inspectors next month who will put 
back German in the primary grades and main- 
tain all the fad teachers at their old salaries. 
In their address those demagogues say to the 
Mayor: 

From your past we have all reason to believe 
that you are in accord with our movements, the 
object of which is to prevent the degradation of 
our schools to the level of pauper institutions. 
American schools have been the boast and pride 
of American citizens, and we fervently hope 
that under your régime as Mayor of this city 
you will not permit our school system to dete- 
riorate, and thus make knowledge a boon to be 
enjoyed only by the children of the wealthy, 
who are able to pay for the instruction of their 
children in all branches necessary to a good edu- 
cation. 

Those professional foreigners do not care 
about the American schools as such. They 
would make them foreign schools by forcing 
the teaching of a foreign language in all the 
grades in order to find salaries for some of 
their own kind and jobs for foreign printing 
establishments and foreign school-book com- 
pilers. The Mayor is too keen a public man 
to be deceived by the flatteries of those fel- 
lows. He hardly will lend himself to the 
scheme of undoing the good work done by the 
present School Board. 


A CoRnRESPONDENT, J. S. M., writes to ask 
“ why Carter Harrison’s street inspectors 
have failed to inspect the streets of the 
Eleventh Ward.

Each of these steam bridges has a two-inch 
water connection, and with a worn length of hose 
from the Fire Department these fellows could 
keep them in good shape by half an hour's work 
daily, or the crew of the fireboat Geyser could 
wash the ten steam bridges down in two hours 
and the crew of the boat have a very easy time.

Ma 
Halle, one of the retirmg members, is sure of 
reappointment, and he has frequently said in 
the rooms of the Board of Education that no 
man to whom he and Stern object will be ap- 
pointed. A dead set is to be made on Mr. Me- 
Laren, because he as President of the board 
favored the mitigation of the fad evil. But 
there are s influences in favor of his 
retention, and it is believed that he will be re- 

ed. .Cameron is a warm personal 
friend of Mr. Harrison, and he also may be 
retained. Paul O. Stensland is slated io suc- 
ceed Mr. Gunderson, who is not a candidate 
for reappointment. Max Stern himself is a 
candidate for a place on the board. If he does 
not get a position he will want places for Leo 
Austrian and Andrew Webber.

COUNTRY BANKS OONTINUE TO DRAW | 


ON THEIR RESERVES. 
Increased Trade in Produce- After a Weak 
Opening Wheat Advances Nearly Two 
Cents The Close Fractionally Higher 
Foreign Crop Advices Indicate Serious 


Shortage<—Corn Unusually Active at a 
Good Ad vance— Sales for Export Ac- 
countOats Stronger. | 


It is becoming apparent that the effects of such 

a severe financial crisis as the retent one do not 
disappear ina day. There are a good many 
phases of the present situation that are anything 
but pleasant or comfortable. The wave of dis- 
trust which struck over Chicago d while ago has 
now reached other towns. Rung wers in full 
progress yesterday on savings banks in Omaha 
and Detroit, and there was apprehension on the 
part of. bankers at many other Western points. 
This all affects Chicago indirectly for it leads the 
country banks to draw their reserves down to the 
lowest limit, and further than that to ask help 
woe their city correspondenta. This puts 
good part of the strain on the 
1 of local bankers. As yet there 
is no halt in this demand for funds from 
country banks. The amount actually being sup- 
plied is, of course, not so large as it was a few 
days ago, for many of the banks have already got 
all they can get or are entitled to. The fact that 


New York is shipping about $1,000,000 currency 


te the West daily shows how keen that demand 
stillis. New York exchange was down to &1.50 
discount yesterday and is in fact uusalable even 
at that quotation. Itis reassuring, however, to 
note that while we are drawing hdavily on New 
York for currency we are also shipping heavily 
produce and provisions. Ocean freight rates 
have within a short time gone up to double what 
they were before this movement of grain and pro- 
visions became so large, which illustrates the ex- 
tent of the movement. 

While it must be admitted that there are many 
unpleasant features to the situation it is still to 
be seen, if one looks far enough ahead, that there 


is a great deal that is favorable. If we look at 


the immediate situation it must be admitted we 
see extraordinary stringency everywhere. The 
money markets are stringent to such a degree 
that people with unquestioned credit are unable 
to get the funds absolutely necessary for the con- 
duct of their business. Surprising failures result. 
This situation has extended throughout the West 
and it is inevitable that it will be followed by 
stili more commercial failures of firms that in 
ordinary times would be. perfectly solvent. All 
that is unpleasant, but if we look further ahead 
we can see light. It is pretty gendrally admitted 
that the chief trouble is general loss of confi- 
dence, and it is as generally admitted that confi- 
dence would be quickly restored by some decisive 
silver legislation. It now seems probable that 
we are to have that legislation in he form of a 
repeal of the Sherman law, and if that proves to 
be the case no one can doubt but there will be a 
quick return of confidence. 

So far as the (Chicago situation is concerned 
pari is much more than that of a favorable nat- 

ro to look forward to. Weare just at the be- 
ginning ofa period that is to pour money into 
city 47 as rapidly as the most sanguine 
expectations might prophecy. The statement 
which comes from the Pullman company that it 
now has in use its 5 * — available equipment 
means a great deal to Chicago It is no wild 
prediction to say that from now until the close 
of the Fair visitors wiil bring and leave here an 
average of between $1.000,000 and $2,000,000 a 
week, and it is probable that the jarger figyre is 
not far from the Corres one.

In that connec- 
tion it is interesting to note that among the for- 
eign visitors at present in Chicago is a repre- 
sentative of one of the greatest financial institu- 
tions of France who is sent here to look over the 
investment field. The fact that he will take 
away a most favorable impression of the field 
means much, French money has ut into 
Spanish, Italian, Russian, and South erican 
securities, and frequently the result has shown 
but poor advantage to the investor. Surprisi 
ly little attention on the part of the Freue 
capitalists has been paid to the investment fietd 
in the United States, and the fact that some of 
the greatest financial houses are now awakening 
to the possibility of profitable inwestment here, 
and on investigation rding: it with much 
favor, is one of the most significantifeatures of the 
day. The same story is always heard from the 
representatives of European capitgl—they all say 
if we will but take a firm stand for the integrity 
of our currency we may expect an inpouring of 
European money for investment here that will 
surpass everything we have ever seen before. 

It was a day of falling quotations at the stock 
market. Trading was extremely limited and the 

orders to sell were almost as few as the orders to 
buy, but it only tooka slight excess of selling or- 
lors to produce a considerable influenco. The in- 
vestment buying, which has been buch a promi- 
nent feature of the market for a week, has now 
either exhausted itself or retired to wait for a 

action. There is still a considerable amount of 
ones ready to be invested in these local securi- 
The market t away from the investors, 
however, in the rapid rise of last week and now 
they are inclined to wait for lower prices and to 
buy only on the weak spots.

here is some realizing by those who bought at 
the greatest depression, The demand for money, 
too, is as keen as it has n at ah time, and in 
order to get money there may be some selling of 
actual investment stock.
